Ata time when Americans are 

tacked by anxiety about the uncer- 
tain future of a weak economy, Boston vot- 
ers handily returned Boston Mayor Thomas 
Menino to an unprec- 
edented fifth term. 
Menino defied 
the unexpected 
statewide trend 
that saw incum- 
bent mayors in 
Brockton, Lynn, 
North Adams, Wo-

lost by a i5 percent 
margin, Flaherty ac- 
complished something 
that has eluded other 
Menino opponents: he 
established himself 
citywide force. 

Flaherty’s creative 
embrace his primary 
opponent, committed 
progressive City Coun- 
cilor Sam Yoon (who Flaherty promised 
make his deputy mayor), went long 
way in widening Flaherty’s base of sup- 
port. But in the end, it was not enough. 
Young and progressive voters did not 
turn out in sufficient numbers to make a 
difference. (This not suggest that all 
of Menino’s voters are older or conserva- 
tive — though they trend that way.) 

A key to Menino’s continued success is 
his solid support among gay and lesbian 
voters, who regularly provide him with 
buffer challenges from the left. Menino 
also enjoys grassroots support among 
African-Americans, even if black commu- 
nity leaders are divided about his tenure. 

Reading election results hours after 
the polls close is a tricky business. But it 
seems safe to offer two reasons for Me- 
nino’s victory: the mayor has a gritty com- 
mand precinct-level details city life, 
and many traditional voters feel that the 
incumbent they know is a safer bet than 
the challenger they don’t know as well. 

In the four years to come, it will be 
interesting see Menino moderates his 
signature style: talk like a populist, govern 
like an autocrat. 

Menino got off good start with 
victory speech that was a model of grace. 
But the coming months hold challenges 
that will test the mettle of even the most 
mild-mannered politico. Schools need 
improving; development, especially 
Allston and Downtown Crossing, needs 
to be jump-started (see this week’s cover 
story, “Rats!!!” page 12); serious public- 
safety concerns remain; public employee 
unions are out of touch with reality; and 
city layoffs are likely due deteriorating 
economic circumstances. 

A word of advice to the mayor: be open 
and inclusive. Boston can meet the com- 
ing challenges most effectively tapping 
into the city’s collective potential.

SAME-SEX MARRIAGE 

The repeal Maine legislatively 
enacted same-sex marriage deeply 
disturbing development. Equal marriage 
rights for all is the civil-rights priority of 
the 21st century, just as rights for African- 
Americans and women were the banners 
of progress behind which people of hu- 
mane temperament rallied throughout 
the last century. 

The nullification same-sex rights 
California last year demonstrated that this 
is a fight that will not easily be won, par- 
ticularly since fear-mongering from right- 
wing America gained traction soon after 
the election Barack Obama.

“Suddenly, everyone want-

ville Arts Council. 

His new subjects include 
Michael, a former chef who 
couldn't work when he lost 
his sense of taste as a result 
of cancer treatment, and 
Joanne, a striking 19 year old 

whose portrait the painter 
crafted in part with crushed 
egg shells. Prior to the shel- 
ter, Joanne had been living 
behind a dumpster. 

“She's very beautiful,” 
explains De la Barra, “but at 
the same time, I wanted to 
portray something broken.” 

The project had a 
profound effect on par- 

ticipants, including one 

named Benjamin, who felt 
important after his own 
portrait was displayed 

as part of a Davis Square 

public-art exhibition. In 

the case of the beauty 

Joanne, her piece gave her 


self-esteem a boost.

Time Bomb 


CANNONBALL QUIETS 
HARVARD QUAD 


It’s been awhile since we had to worry about the multi- 
colored national danger spectrum, but last week, the 

northwestern quadrant of Harvard Square was 

put on high alert. It turned out, though, that 

the deployment of bomb-squad vehicles, 

flanked by police cruisers and fire en- 

gines, that rolled in and cordoned off 

a section of Garden Street adjacent 

to the Harvard Quadrangle had 

nothing to do with a dirty bomb or 

even terrorist activity, but rather 

(appropriate for a school so im- 

mersed in ancient history) a Civil 

War-era cannonball. 

For me, the ordeal was some- 

thing of a minor inconvenience, 

as I happen to live in the build- 

ing where the relic rested. My 

downstairs neighbors — an amiable 

middle-aged married couple — set the 

commotion in motion: they had kept 

the cannonball in their apartment for 20 
years as an accent piece. They declined to go on 
record, as they wished to remain off the grid and 
un-googleable. Ironically, however, it was Google that 
ignited the situation. 

The husband had found the metallic ball “lying around” 
the turn-of-the-century constructed building when they 
moved in, and adopted it. Recently, though, a few clicks on 
the internet caused the wife to become concerned that the 
ball might be explosive, so she contacted a Civil War author- 
ity, who told her to contact the police, who in turn, because 
it was military ordnance, called in the Department of Defense 
Disposal Unit from the naval base in Newport, Rhode Island. 

Another neighbor, who also wished to remain anony- 
mous, described the incident as surreal. “I felt like I had just 
stepped into an episode of the Twilight Zone when I walked out- 
side my apartment to find the bomb squad, DOD, and Navy in 
the middle of what seemed like a special-ops mission to dif- 
fuse an antique cannonball that had been used as a doorstop 
for 20 years.” 

Clearly, such a show of strength for an item so benign for 
so long would hardly have been deemed necessary if the exact 

same sequence had unfolded before 9/11. But the shroud of 
secrecy still remaining over the offending materiel hardly 
seems necessary. I contacted the Cambridge Police to find out 
where the cannonball had been taken and what conclusions 


had been drawn from its examination, but at press time, still 
had not heard back from them.

YES MEN TAKE AIM COCA-COLA 


An odd press conference took 
place last week in Post Office 
Square as a man claiming 

to be ani executive at a soft- 
drink giant touted “a new 
era for Coca-Cola,” in which 
its Dasani bottled water will 
be labeled “Deception.” Of 
course, it wasn’t actually a 
Coca-Cola executive or a real 
press conference (despite 
the fake journalists asking 
fake questions), but activist 
street theater perpetrated by 
the guerrilla prankster col- 
lective the Yes Men. 

The mock press confer- 
ence, part of Boston-based 
Corporate Accountability 
International’s (CAI) Think 
Outside the Bottle cam- 
paign, protested Coca-Cola's 
Tefusal to state Dasani’s 
origin — public water sources — on its labels, as 
Pepsi and Nestlé have done with their bottled- 
water brands. 

“This is a classic case of deception,” said 
Mike Bonanno (a/k/a Igor Vamos), in town 
that day with main cohort Andy Bichlbaum 
(né Jacques Servin) for the opening of The Yes Men 
Fix the World at the Coolidge Corner Theatre. “They 
don’t want people to know that they’re drink- 
ing tap water because it’s pure profit. Basically, 
they've figured out such a great scam that they 
don’t want it to end.” 

(Coca-Cola spokesman Ray Crockett argues 
in a statement that Dasani is not tap water, 
but “purified water” that begins with the local 
water supply, then undergoes filtration and 
mineral enhancement. He says the company 
provides clear information on its manufactur- 
ing and production processes online.) 

At the protest, CAI’s national organizer John 
Stewart explained that his organization and 
the Yes Men are against the very idea of bottled 
water, believing it should be a public good, not 
acommodity. “It’s bad for public health; it’s 
bad for the environment; and it’s really bad for 
our democracy,” he said, as wind toppled an in- 
flatable faucet prop, and volunteers scrambled

after runaway fliers. 

A great day for a protest it was not, and few 
passers-by, if any, stopped to watch the proceed- 
ings in the rain. But things don’t typically run 
smoothly for the Yes Men, who are, depending 
on your perspective, mischievous or felonious. 

On October 19, Bichlbaum posed as a US 
Chamber of Commerce representative to an- 
nounce that the organization had reversed its 
opposition to climate-change legislation. The 
prank went awry when Chamber spokesman 
Eric Wohlschlegel walked in. 

The Chamber filed suit against Bonanno and 
BichIbaum, their company, two associates, and 
“John and Jane Does Nos. 1-20” on the day of their 
Boston appearance, charging that the Washing- 
ton prank was “nothing less than commercial 
identity theft masquerading as social activism.” 

Not one to be deterred by legal threats, Bonan- 
no blasted the Chamber as “hypocritical” before 
fondly reminiscing about the Yes Men stunts of 
yore. Troublemaking, it turns out, can be a blast. 

“There’s a reason in the '6os they called the 
Merry Pranksters ‘merry’ — because they were 
having a good time,” he said. “We're having fun 
doing what we really care about.”

In recent weeks, Governor Deval Patrick 

has been receiving some his best press 
in a long time — which is to say, he’s gotten 
very little coverage at all. Previously, from a 
public-relations perspective, the administration 
was “going from disaster to disaster,” as one 
state legislator put it, faced with stories ranging 
from budget cuts at the Franklin Park Zoo to the 
forced departure of MBTA head Dan Crabauskas. 

Thankfully for the governor, this week's 
municipal elections and the upcoming special 
election for US Senate (on January 19) have given 
him little welcome time out the spotlight. 

could use it. When re-emerges 
center stage, Patrick needs to orchestrate 
some political victories, both for the good 
the state which struggling through 
economic crisis and for his own politi- 
cal future. Polls consistently show that the 
Massachusetts electorate has soured badly 
the governor, who faces a tough re-election 
campaign 2010. 

Unfortunately for Patrick, close observers 
say that they’re not seeing much to make them 
optimistic.

number of people leaving the administration,” 
says Richard Tisei, the Republican State Senate 
minority leader. “Really important positions 
have all turned over — it doesn’t give you a sense 
that that remain] are coherent group, 
and that they’re organized.” 

It’s not just the opposition party saying 
that. People both inside and outside the State 
House say they have not seen Patrick making 
any serious effort counter the negative views 
held of him — by the legislature, by the press, 
or by the electorate. 

They also say they don’t get a sense of leader- 
ship coming from the governor, idea 
what he intends to do.

REGROUPING? 

One pol who has seen focus groups conducted 
for a statewide candidate says that the Mas- 
sachusetts public thinks that both Patrick and 
the legislature have been inactive — voters 
see no sense of urgency on Beacon Hill about 
the dire problems confronting the state. 
different political consultant puts it, criticiz- 
ing Patrick: “It’s like you’re sailing around in 
circles, and the captain seems to be happy just 
going along like that.” 

The governor’s defenders argue that has 
been accomplishing things that will help the 
state get through the crisis — which ultimately 
what will improve his public image. Last 
week, for example, Patrick announced new 
emergency budget cuts, which spared schools 
and local aid. He also convened an economic 
summit, which brought together impres- 
sive group of business leaders and generated a 
plan for small-business capital fund. And this 
week saw the final consolidation transporta- 
tion agencies long-sought reform accom- 
plished this year. 

Plus, in key job-creation work that hasn't 
garnered many headlines, the administration 
has been implementing the clean-energy and 
life-science bills that were passed a year ago — 
as well as bringing in, and spending, federal 
stimulus funds. 

“This governor has been the one that’s 
been steady at the wheel this whole time,” 
says Rubin. 

But it’s also true that are nearing the 
end this year’s legislative session, without 
movement string Patrick initiatives:

reform bills; criminal-justice reform, includ- 
ing changes the use Criminal Offender 
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Record Information (CORI) data; and, of 
course, casino gambling. 

House Speaker Robert DeLeo and his com- 
mittee chairs are discussing this week what 
bills to move. But legislators and their aides 
seem pessimistic about getting much done 
in the remainder of this year’s session. At 
best, they predict, might see passage 
a charter-school bill (because federal funds 
are riding on it), but not the more important 
“Readiness Schools” component that Patrick 
has championed, and CORI reform, but not 
the more comprehensive criminal-justice 
reforms that Patrick has been promising. 

Some are pointing to this as a sign of the 
absence gubernatorial leadership and 
Patrick’s declining influence in his own party, 
the most glaring example of which was his 
embarrassing failure to sell out his fundraiser 
with President Barack Obama. 

Meanwhile, he’s simultaneously battling 
Senate President Therese Murray, who not only 
won't get behind any Patrick initiatives, but, 
inside observers claim, wants to actively deny 
him any success, Others are putting the blame 
for stalled legislation on DeLeo, who may be 
trying to steer his nervous members away from 
controversial votes. 

Some of this criticism is probably unde- 
served. The fiscal crisis has consumed far more 
time and energy than may apparent. has 
also frozen everyone in place: as one legislature 
insider puts it, any proposal that costs money 
dead the water, and any proposal not involv- 
ing money risks looking frivolous. 

“Because revenue shortfalls, the cam- 
paign promises are difficult to deliver now,” 
Says a sympathetic Robert Travaglini, former 
State Senate president and fellow Democrat. 

During this time out of the spotlight, he says, 
the administration is retooling its message to 
get voters to understand that Patrick “made dif- 
ficult decisions that minimized the damage, 
and the long term will beneficial.” 


FARM TEAM, TEAM? 

As for the top officials heading for the exits — or 
fleeing the sinking ship — that may be mostly 
matter timing. Rubin confirms that Patrick 
asked his top-level people to leave by year’s end 
if they could not commit to staying through 
next November’s election. That’s a common 
practice, avoid resignations the heat 

and it’s not unusual for sucha 
request to trigger a lot of change. Overall, com- 
pared with other administrations, Patrick has 
not had unusually high turnover. 

And although one insider says waggishly 
that the administration hiring “the team,” 
most give high marks to the replacements, say- 
ing that they are well-respected talents, some 
whom have moved from deputy positions 
Patrick's “farm team,” Travaglini says — so 
there has been little disruption. 

Rubin argues that the governor, and his new 
staff, are doing exactly what was elected 
do: “Work hard, do the right things, and make 
the hard decisions.” 

But most people expected something 
more that Patrick was going funda- 
mentally change the way things worked on 
Beacon Hill.

It's been three months since Peter 
Canellos replaced Renée Loth as edi- 
tor of the Boston Clobe’s editorial page. In that 
time, readers have received a bevy of cues 
that, Canellos’s watch, the paper’s op-ed 
section will be a radically different beast — 
marked by a new aesthetic, sharper rhetori- 
cal elbows, and a contrarian streak that just 
ht challenge the long-standing =o 
ion of the Clobe with knee-jerk liberalism. 
My own “Eureka!” moment came in ae 

section and found myself staring — right 

ie middle of the editorial page — at a 
picture of Leon bed ieseltier, literary editor 
of the New Republic, slack-jawed and hoist- 
ing a hefty glass pre wine. The image 
itself was noteworthy: under Loth (who, 
like Canellos, is a Phoenix alum), the editorial 
hole was reliably a prose-only zone. 

The snarky tone of the accompanying 
commentary — which mocked Wieseltier 
for a recent foray into Boston-bashing — was 
even more striking. In a column by thi 
New York Times’ Maureen Dowd, Wieseltier 
had been quoted likening the Internet to 
“closing time at a blue-collar bar in Boston. 
et ne’s drunk and ugly and they’re going 

to pass out in a few minutes.” 

Cue the Globe's editorial retort, which 
was craftily titled “Elitist Opinion: This 
Grudge Is for You.” Therein, the Globe com- 
pared Wieseltier to Frasier Crane, pop cul- 
ture’s best-known effete intellectual snob, 
and ridiculed his fondness for chardonnay. 
(And you thought the Budweiser reference 
was gratuitous!) The piece closed with 
modest proposal: “Bostonians will work 
on holding back their Sam Adamses and 


Harpoons and Washingtonians can work on 


holding back Leon Wieseltier.” 

When people think of the Clobe’s op-ed 
pages, they usually think populist 
pugnacity. But the Wieseltier piece wasn’t 
an anomaly. Instead, it hinted at Canellos’s 
broader vision for the section. 

Start with the specific fight the edito- 
rial page chose to pick. According to the 
entrenched stereotypes, Wieseltier was an 
unlikely target. After all, he’s a member of 
the East Coast liberal establishment — and 
so are the members of the Clobe’s edito- 
rial board (or so the thinking goes). But 
Canellos seems determined to prove that, 
conventional wisdom notwithstanding, the 
Globe editorial page isn’t reflexively liberal 
(my phrase, not his). “Our positions,” he 
says, “should reflect the general posture 
Massachusetts citizens and Clobe readers, 
which definitely the liberal side, but 
also independent.” 

Globe bashers — many of whom seem 
not read the paper may find 
this implausible. Of late, however, Globe 
editorials have panned the Boston Teachers 
Union, ripped President Barack Obama’s 
recent foray into economic protectionism,

“To the extent that most blogs are ideo- 
logical outlets, you can pretty much guess 
what they’re going to say on 
any subject,” he adds. “For 
perfectly legitimate reasons, 
people will go to ideological 
blogs for evidence that vali- 
dates their viewpoint. But 
we've failed as a newspaper 
if our editorials or the op-ed 
page reflect predictable blog 
chatter.” 

During our conversation, 
Canellos stresses that none of 
these changes should be taken 
as implicit criticisms of Loth, 
who ran the editorial page 
from 2000 to 2009 and now 
contributes a weekly opinion 
column. Editors always bring 
their own vision to a section, 
he notes; that doesn’t mean 
that their predecessor’s con- 
ception was somehow lacking. 

Be that as it may, the Globe 
ed page has become a more bracing read — at 
least to this reporter’s eye — since Canellos 
took over. His upcoming changes to the sec- 
tion, including a new Web initiative, will 
bear watching (see “Expanding the Web, 
page 10”). So, too, will his relationship with 
Christopher Mayer, who takes over for Steven 
Ainsley as publisher in January 2009, and 
who'll be Canellos’s boss — not to mention

THEY’VE GOT ISSUES 

As expected, Boston Mayor Tom Menino was 
re-elected Tuesday, beating his challenger, at- 
large Boston City Councilor Michael Flaherty, 
by a comfortable margin. Menino’s cause was 
boosted by endorsements 
from the Globe and the Boston 
Herald, among others. (The 
Phoenix endorsed Flaherty and 
his running mate, fellow 
at-large City Councilor Sam 
Yoon.) But two unorthodox 
media developments may 
also have helped him. 

The first was the Bay 
State Banner’s decision, in its 
October 29 issue, to break 
with precedent and take 
pass on endorsing anyone 
for mayor. Not too long ago, 
it seemed certain that the 
African-American-focused 
Banner would urge voters 
to cast out Menino after 
four terms. After all, back 
April when Menino 
still hadn’t announced that 
he’d seek re-election — the 
Banner accused the mayor of “demeaning the 
black perspective,” and bluntly stated: “no 
self-respecting African-American can vote for 
Menino if he chooses to run again.” 

Those were odd statements, given 
Menino’s popularity in the black communi- 
ty — which is considerable, despite abiding 
problems Boston’s minority-dominated 
schools. The immediate explanation, judg- 
ing from the editorial: Melvin B. Miller, the 


Banner’s irascible publisher and editor, was 
angered that the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority (BRA) had de-designated a local 
group, Elma Lewis Partners LLC, develop- 
ers choice parcel land Roxbury. But 
the editorial’s other beefs (Menino doesn’t 
appoint enough black males to his admin- 
istration; when questioning gets tough 
community events, Menino sends surro- 
gates instead going himself) suggested 
irrevocable break. 

What changed? Shortly after the Banner's 
editorial, Menino reversed the aforemen- 
tioned development decision. Then, in July, 
the Banner suspended publication due 
economic duress. Menino promptly rode to 
the rescue, arranging a $200,000 loan from 
the city-affiliated Boston Local Development 
Corp. And Next Street Financial, LLC —a 
Roxbury-based bank that counts several 
Menino donors among its staff — devised a 
new Banner business plan. 

Fast forward to last week, when the 
Banner sized up Menino v. Flaherty thusly: 
“Voters should be interested enough in the 
outcome of the election to study the record 
of both candidates.” 

Short of actually endorsing Menino — 
which would have pushed the Banner into 
blatant bit of self-contradiction — this tepid 
non-endorsement was actually the biggest 
boost the paper could have given the mayor. 
It’s also potent evidence that government- 
sponsored assistance for newspapers is a 
bad idea. Yes, Menino’s intervention kept 
the Banner alive, which is a good thing. But 
in the process, it deeply compromised the 
paper’s independence. 

The second twist, meanwhile, was the 
Herald’s decision to obsess, in the stretch 
drive of the most compelling Boston

Oh, the humanity! Thankfully, though, 
there was a voice of reason: Dot Joyce, 
Mayor Menino’s spokeswoman, who sternly 
observed that city computers and equipment 
shouldn’t be used for personal business. 

Facebook-gate dominated the Herald the 
next day, too, starting with the cover (“Crow 
Up, Kids”). Inside, columnist Margery 
Eagan voiced stern disapproval of Derjue, et 
al. (inexplicably citing a beer-related tweet 
Derjue wrote well after City Hall closed); 
media writer Jessica Heslam did the same; 
and Heslam and David Wedge reported 
that, hot the heels the exposé, 
Menino’s chief information officer was hard 
at work drafting a new social-media policy. 

All good to know, obviously, and Menino 
must have appreciated the free PR. Still, 
wouldn’t some actual coverage of the may-

Residents say that you jam leaf blower the earth 
virtually anywhere in Allston, furry bottom feeders will 
blown out of every crack and hole in sight and rain down 
like unsavory screeching meatballs. North Enders joke that 
something similar would happen if you detonate a Parmesan 
wheel in an alleyway off Hanover Street. Regardless of the va- 
riety of horrific, apocryphal rodent tall tales, what’s constant 
is that Boston is suffering through a very real rat infestation, 
one that is gnawing on nerves from Beacon Hill to Brighton. 

While many publications (including this one) have previ- 
ously wrung hands about the gravity of the problem, none 
has yet connected the droppings between the financial 
collapse and the rise these perpetually reproducing and 
diseased underground adversaries. Crater-like gashes in the 
ground in Downtown Crossing and in Allston-Brighton — 
sites already initiated and now-languishing projects for, 
respectively, Filene’s and an expansion by Harvard — have 

isplaced rat colonies into the surrounding areas and, 
depending on who you ask, nurtured or even accelerated the 
scourge. As the ongoing economic landslide further extends

DOWN THE RODENT HOLE? 

Though Colvin and fellow expert Dale 
Kaukeinan determined two years ago that 
Boston was the third most at-risk US city for 
infestation, the duo’s 2009 follow-up report, 
which was released this past month, ranks 
Beantown at number seven, behind New 
York, Atlanta, Houston, Louisville, Philadel- 
phia, and Chicago, that order. According 
to their research, Boston, despite being “an 
old and densely populated city,” “has in- 
creased its spending on its infrastructure to 
improve its overall standing.” 

It’s a jump that only the cheeriest of 
optimists could celebrate and one that 
likely not being toasted over sambuca shots 
Prince Street Irish car bombs Oak 
Square. Still, it’s tangible improvement 
from 2007, when Inside Edition’s “Rat Patrol” 
team found rodents frolicking after hours 
Ruth’s Chris and McCormick 
downtown. According principal ISD 
health inspector John Meaney, who has

battled rats beneath Boston for 30 years, 
his department winning the rodent war 
despite such impediments increased 
number abandoned properties and mild 
winters that fail kill off substantial 
amount of the pest population. 

Minor victories aside, though, there 
are indications that the nastiest is yet to 
come (even rodent-mitigation 
squad will see slight funding increase, 
despite overall ISD budget cuts.)

Needless to say, 
that temporary progress has since eroded, 
and there seems little chance funding 
comparable systematic annihilation 
any time soon. 

Some experts familiar with this city’s 
darkest and most polluted tunnels, alley- 
ways, and corners could have predicted 
this. “In the 1995-to-1997 era, we accom- 
plished one of the most effective rodent-kill 
programs the US,” Colvin told Boston 
Business Journal in 2002. “Now it’s been cut 
back drastically. There’s a tendency to 
think that you’re not seeing rats, the pro- 
gram’s not needed anymore. But the reason 
not seeing rats that the program 
was working.”

This was served in a 
sizzling iron pan. 

On another visit, a vivacious woman 
at the next table who knew the staff 
touted that dish and the chicken with 
vegetables ($10.95), which, except for 
straw mushrooms, were supermarket 
standards like broccoli, white mush- 
Tooms, Carrots, and string beans, plus 
chicken breast in a bit of white sauce. 

If that sounds like the moo goo gai pan

Three moderate-size stage spaces 
were laid out on the vast floor of the Ar- 
mory, which occupies half a city block. 
The stage lighting came from small

8:30, excerpts from dances and technique 
exercises were shown by 14 members of 
the Cunningham Dance Company, four 
members of the Repertory Understudy 
Croup, nearly 30 former Cunningham 
dancers, youngsters from nine public 
and private schools, and a battalion of 
musicians. 

A printed schedule charted who was 
performing which piece which stage, 
but the segments could brief five 
minutes, and the performances often 
overlapped. way see everything.

Swinston danced Cunningham's part,

It’s based on selections 
from Stravinsky’s Pulcinella, but instead 
using the elaborate 1920 scenario 
of commedia dell’arte clowning and love 
intrigues, he made a plotless dance 
for nine nearly characterless players. 
And instead letting his dance re- 
flect Stravinsky's changes in rhythm, 
tempo, and mood, he moved his dancers 
through different groupings, substitut- 
ing cute gestures and tricky combina- 
tions for the surprise, wit, and drama 
that’s built into the music. 

Wheeldon incorporated some new cho- 
reographic talent into the repertory, with 
uneven results. Leaving Songs (2009), by 
the Australian choreographer Tim Har- 
bour, was neatly organized group work 
about less topic than life and death. 
The ballet had more dynamic variety 
than Commedia, but it resorted to tricky 
duets and motif freaky undulating 
torsos. Translucent balloons got carried 
into symbolic lines and circles. 

Softly As I Leave You, by the Dutch team 
Paul Lightfoot and Sol returned 
for second run with Morphoses, featur- 
ing Drew Jacoby and Rubinald Pronk 
expressionistic solos personal angst 
and a seduction duet. Trapped in a nar- 
row box at the beginning, Jacoby es- 
caped, then lured Pronk into the booth.

Alexei Ratmansky’s Boléro wasn’t 
new, but confirmed the choreogra- 
great gift for combining craft 
with human warmth and kinship.

World of Warcraft if World of Warcraft were like 
Halo. Or Fallout 3 minus an interesting story 
and plus co-op play. Or FarCry2 with charac- 
ter progression. The game encourages such 
analogies, jam-packed as it is with allusions 
to geek-friendly properties in film, litera- 
ture, and gaming. Mission objectives quote 
Pulp Fiction. Weapons name-check Diablo. A 
ravenous hawk has glided in from The Dark 
Tower. All of this is true, yet none of it encap- 
sulates Borderlands. 

For one thing, none of the game me- 
chanics seems truly original. Borderlands is 
played from a first-person perspective, and 
it feels like a pure shooter. No surprise: the 
developer, Cearbox, made its bones 
producing Half-Life expansion packs. 
Gearbox also ported Halo to the PC, 
and the code for that game’s recharg- 
ing shield and dual-stick-controlled 
vehicles seems have been ported 
directly. Aiming down your weap- 
ons’ barrels feels just right, and most 
guns kick and rumble satisfactorily. 

This is also an RPG, in the dun- 
geon-crawling tradition. Every sec- 
tion of the game’s vast wasteland is 
teeming with hordes of foes who, 
when killed, drop money and gear.

“Harry 
Potter: The Exhibit,” a selection of costumes

Hollywood star wattage, holy Potter relics, 
and the rush nostalgia (re)visiting this 
place we've heard so much about. 

After the train, you walk past a witty 
video portrait of the Fat Lady guarding the 
Cryffindor dorm Hogwarts School 
Witchcraft and Wizardry. She tries to sing 
the right note to shatter a glass, fails, and 
surreptitiously smashes the glass on a wall. 
bedroom displays sacred artifacts: Harry’s 
Marauder’s Map, his Hogwarts acceptance 
letter, his signature round glasses. Feel the 
gravitational pull standing the mag- 
netic core of a great new societal myth. 

The exhibit offers school uniforms and 
teachers’ robes, magic wands and fly- 
ing brooms. The costumes resonate with 
Western archetypes, from soccer stars 
Klansmen to Parisian schoolgirl Madeline. 
Even McLovin could wear Harry’s Quidditch 
uniform and look like a hunk. Ron’s worn, 
misshapen, hand-me-down outfits in- 
spire renewed warmth for him. Professor 
sickly sweet pink suit crossing 
Chanel and Queen Elizabeth — combined 
with generous selection her decorative 

itty plates filled with revulsion. 

Elsewhere, you can pull a squeaking man- 
drake out of its pot, toss Quaffles through 
Quidditch hoops, and sit back in Hagrid’s 

nt armchair. Broadsides warn, “The wiz- 
arding community is currently under threat 
from organization calling itself Death 
Eaters — be vigilant.”

Attorney General Martha Coakley investi- 
gating Brandeis’s handling its collection. 
Brandeis’s lawyer, former Massachusetts 
attorney general Thomas Reilly, tells me, 
“Prior to the sale of any art, it’s required that 
the review it. And want that done.” 

Meanwhile, Brandeis president Jehuda 
Reinharz announced September that 
would retire by June 2010.

Kelly’s 1962 Blue White fo- 
cuses the electric tension between pair 
of kissing blue curves. Andy Warhol’s 1964 
Saturday Disaster twice reproduces newspaper 
photo bloody, fatal car wreck. Alex Katz’s 
1962 The Walk portrait his wife Ada 
violet coat standing against blue-black 


background. These works rank among the 
finest their artists ever made. Additional 
donations brought a terrific slashing lyrical 
1961 Willem de Kooning abstraction inspired 
by the tangerine sky and blue sea near his 
East Hampton home. Because of their market 
value and the apparently limited gift restric- 
tions, these are the pieces that are most 
risk being sold. 

The works from before and after the 
*60s tend to be more notable for the artists’ 
names — Picasso, Braque, Cézanne, Walker 
Evans, Nan Goldin, Matthew Barney, Dana 
Schutz than for the quality the art.

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BLUES CHAOS: 
THE MUSIC WRITING 
ROBERT PALMER

“America’s Pre-eminent Music Writer Dead 
at 52” was the headline on Robert Palmer's 
obituary Rolling Stone after his liver failed 

in 1997. To those unfamiliar with Palmer’s 
extraordinary writing, that might seem 

like hyperbole. After all, the music-journal- 
ism arena includes such heavyweights as 
Nat Hentoff, Dave Marsh, Timothy White, 
Leonard Feather, Lester Bangs, and John 
Rockwell. But even among his fellow giants, 
Palmer towered. Not simply for his clarity, 
focus, and descriptive powers, but for his 
seemingly bottomless insight into every mu- 
sical genre — and that included an ability to 
reveal connections between styles and players 
that were often oblique. 

Palmer saw music as a half-mystical con- 
tinuum where Roscoe Mitchell and the Gna- 
wa clansmen of Morocco and Charles Mingus 
and Darius Milhaud were all colleagues. And 
where magic could provide a defense against 
the chaos that was a subplot to many of his 
musical adventures. 

Among the 60 essays, interviews, and 
profiles in this collection from Scribner edited 
by Anthony DeCurtis (who’s also a highly re- 
garded music journalist and educator) are two 
examples of that weirdness. “Why I Wear My 
Mojo Hand” is a celebration of the anarchic

spirit bluesman R.L. Burnside, which 
emerges in a recording session that’s plagued 
disasters until producer Palmer fashions 
a“mojo” bag of good-luck talismans. And 
there’s his conversation with Sun Ra, titled 
“Sun Ra Casts Special Light on Jazz,” where 
lamps blink off whenever the eccentric band- 
leader mentions the Egyptian sun god Ra. 

Since Palmer kept santeria-like alter 
in his home, it’s likely he believed in the 
supernatural. But his musical knowledge 
was based on the hard facts he gathered 
while devouring every sort music 
could get into his ears. 

He was born in Little Rock in 1945. As 
a teen, he single-handedly integrated 
Arkansas juke joints — first as a fan, and 
then as the only white member of the 
bands, playing saxophone and clarinet. 
After graduating from Little Rock Univer- 
sity, he helped found the Memphis Blues 
Festival and played in the band Insect 
Trust — which took him to New York 
City when the group’s blend jazz, folk, 
blues, soul, and rock get them a deal with 
Capitol Records in 1968. 

His erudite writing began appear 
Rolling Stone in the early '7os, and he was 
the chief pop critic for the New York Times 
(the first person to hold that title) from 
1981 to 1988 before moving to Memphis to 

pursue freelance writing and musicmak- 
ing, and to take the house producer’s chair 
at Fat Possum Records. He made albums 
by Burnside and Junior Kimbrough for the 
Mississippi label that inspired still-ongo- 
ing juke-blues revival. 

Although Palmer con- 
tributed many publica- 
tions, among them the 
Phoenix, DeCurtis has se- 
lected mostly writing that 
appeared in Rolling Stone and 
the Times or as liner notes. 
Whether they’re examining 
Muddy Waters or minimal- 
ist composer Terry Riley, 
they are lively, penetrating, 
and inclusive. 

Inclusiveness was Palm- 
er’s trump card. had the 
rare ability to explain the 
sound of any music to the 
layman, and in often color- 
ful language. His take 
thorny noise-rockers Swans 
is a gem. “At first,” he wrote 
the Times, “Swans records 
sound like gorillas beat- 
ing pots and pans and 
muttering incoherently, 
accompanied the clamor 
of a machine shop. Closer 
listening reveals differences 
in verse structure, texture, 
and mood that distinguish 
one song from another.” 

For its breadth, 
edge, and craftsmanship, 
Blues reminds that

To call Darius Jones’s music avant- 
garde seems almost beside the 
point. its way, it’s older than old it’s 

ancient. The 31-year-old Jones hails from 
rural Virginia, but he’s lived in Brooklyn 
since 2004. He came to Outpost 186 on 
October 19 with the rest of the trio from 
his debut as a leader, Man’ish Boy (A Rawe 
iful Thing) (AUM Fidelity): pianist Coo- 
Moore (another native Virginian, also 
now in New York) and Bostonian drummer 
Rakalam Bob Moses. 

Jones likes churchy old blues, boogie- 
woogie, and the kind of folkish tunes that 
Albert Ayler used to write. He also shares 
Ayler’s moaning, wide-vibrato tone, if 
not the sainted taste for 
single-minded, iron-jawed shrieking. But 
Jones has his own dignified way of testify- 
ing — big, long tones that patiently build 
to skirling figures and ululating shouts. 

The casual intimacy of Outpost 186 
supported the band’s whole ancient-to- 
the future vibe. There was joking from 
Cooper-Moore and Moses about their 
majority over Jones (they're both 6oish), 
and Cooper-Moore played his self-made 
diddiey bow — an electrified single-string 
instrument about the length of a broom 
handle that harks back Africa. al- 
ternated playing with drumsticks and 
his fingers, “fretting” with stick his 
right hand while he slapped at it with his 
left, plucked and pulled the string with 
his fingers, rapped with two sticks 
a time. It was alternately a bass, a guitar, 
a drum, a jug in a jug band. 

The first set began with “Roosevelt,” 
the clarion prelude from the CD, Jones 
stating the full-toned melody, Cooper- 
Moore setting drone with two sticks, 
Moses splashing freely cymbals. The 
next tune, “Forgive Me,” was limned by 
Satie-like spare chordal 
melody. When Jones came in for this 
one, his tone was more modulated, 
with a Jackie McLean-like tart focus 
and power. Coooper-Moore’s solo moved 
outside quickly, splashing up and down 
the keyboard in Cecil Taylor fashion. 
“Cry Out,” meanwhile, was anchored 
by Cooper Moore’s boogie-woogie piano 
figure. Throughout the night, Moses was 
mother invention, both anchor and 
goad, playing free-pulse rhythms with 
sharp bottom kicks and a beautiful array 
top colors. 

Jones, bespectacled and wry, intro- 
duced “My Baby” as a song about his 
mother and cautioned the crowd, “Don’t 
get into too much, though like, 
she abusive?’ ” By the last tune of the set, 
“Chasing the Chost,” Cooper-Moore was 
going full tilt the diddley bow and 
Moses was an engine of running swing. 
Jones went from full-throated skewed

Over the past decade, Kurt Rosen- 

winkel has produced one album after 
another of original material, much of it 
steering the way for the next generation 
jazz kids trying figure out how 
absorb the pop they grew with into the 
original jazz they want make. the 
process, he’s become the jazz-guitar god 
his generation (he turned October 
28). his new trio album with bassist 
Eric Revis and drummer Eric Harland, 
Reflections (Word of Mouth, due November 
7), he turns to all standards — from the 
opening Monk track to a couple by Wayne 
Shorter (“Fall” and “Ana Maria”) and one 
very-standard-sounding Rosenwinkel orig- 
inal, “East Coast Love Affair.” And you can 
hear why sometimes the content is in the 
technique Rosenwinkel fashions long 
architectonic structures with fluid mix 
chording and single-note phrases, unpre- 
dictable rhythmic patterns, and a wealth 
of detail as he digs into every corner of a 
tune’s harmonies. 

But aside from few double-time pas- 
sages, the CD is a subdued, ballad-tempo 
affair (“reflective”). At the Regattabar 
October the second four shows 
over two nights the flurries oblique 
chordings and single-note runs came 
furious pace, full-toned and aggres- 
sive. Rosenwinkel, with Revis and drum- 
mer Rodney Creen, took the notion

The first tune, “Ethan’s Song” (writ- 
ten Goldberg’s son), was typical 
bluesy with a shuffle rhythm, Hunter 
laying down the bass vamp, tickling 
high notes response, trombone and 
clarinet harmonizing the theme. 

truth, with his seven-string guitar 
(scaled back from the eight-string with 
which he came to prominence), Hunter 
like two players one, guitarist and 
bassist, accompanying his own single- 
note leads with running bass figures. His 
and Amendola’s grooves were narcotic 
hanging back with gravitational pull 
the forward-leaning syncopations, even 
when they were tearing heavy rock 
backbeat. And some the best visual 
music I’ve seen all month was Amendo- 
la’s body English, faked and feinted 
his well-spaced rim-and-hi-hat hits. 

Goldberg and Fowlkes, meanwhile, 
were just impressively understated. 
Goldberg has beautiful tone and control, 

nice dark low register and focused high 
notes, and got maximum expression 
without ever straining his sound runs 
and arpeggios flowed with silken aplomb. 
Fowlkes, ubiquitous the avant- 
garde, re-established his authority with 
pure, unforced big tone. 

Some the finest moments came 
when Goldberg and Fowlkes took ex- 
tended passages counterpoint improv 
before splitting into their solos. “How 
Things with Tears” title Gold- 
berg said got from one his Brandeis 
teachers, the poet Allen Grossman) be- 
gan with stating the plaintive 
theme and Fowlkes playing obbligatos 
behind him with mute, then segued 
into “Papermaker,” one the sweetest 
grooves the-night, perfect synco- 
pated five-note vamp. There was 
“death march” called “Inevitable” (with 
press rolls from Amendola) that shifted 
tempo for “Isosceles,” with great 
solo from Fowlkes, who ratcheted the 
tension with stuttering grace notes be- 
fore finding release grand long tones, 
Hunter playing one “guitar” chord every 
other bar against his bass. encore 
Bob Dylan’s “Pressing On” (from Saved) 
was the perfect hymnal benediction.

BROTHER ALI MORE THAN JUST ALBINO

The only thing less common than 

Brother MCs are profiles 
that don’t credit dude as “blind” and “albi- 
no” the first graf. Despite the Minneso- 
ta-based rapper’s decade-long presence 
the boom-bap atlas, the media (including 
me, it seems) remain overwhelmed by his 
unconventional background and pigmen- 
tation. That’s just the way things work in 
the music industry, where arrogance and 
subjectivity lead critics to develop Chris- 
topher Columbus-esque discovery com- 
plexes. Next thing you know, Ali will win 
a Best New Artist Crammy. 

“It’s interesting,” he says of the strang- 
est pigeonhole hip-hop history. “I’ve 
been releasing music for years, and every 
article still starts with, ‘Holy shit, this 
albino guy raps!’ really still have 
that guy every time? understand it, but 
that doesn’t make less strange. guess 
I didn’t think it would change this time 
around, but I kind of hoped it would.” 

Ali has yet to be hunted by TMZ, whose 
stringers would doubt disappointed 
by his sobriety and work ethic. That said, 
he’s one of hip-hop’s most consistent un- 
derdog heroes, with album sales and venue 
sizes that increase every time he cuts a 
project. This year alone, he’s dropped two 
critically applauded narratives — The Truth Is 
Here DVD/EP and the subsequent full-length 
Us (Rhymesayers) — and debuted both on 
the Billboard 200. If there’s ever been an 
ideal realm of acclaim — particularly for 
someone as physically recognizable as the 
perpetually track-suited, ultra-Cauca- 
sian Ali — he seems to have found that 
serendipitous niche. 

“When you're famous, which I’m 
not, everybody knows you whether 
they like you not. lot people 
know Kanye but don’t like him — but 
if they know me, it’s because they ac- 
tually like me. The only difficult part 
about that how people sometimes as- 
sume lot things about like 
that I’m against everything 
mainstream just because 
they are and because I’m an 
underground artist. They 
hinge their identity on 
the music they listen to, 
and think that’s mis- 
take. The truth is that 
I listen to a lot of stuff 
that nobody would be- 
lieve big fan 
Jay-Z and T.1.” 

Beside his affec- 
tion for commercial 
Tap, there are some 
other Ali elements 
that reporters often 
miss. For one, he’s 
originally from Madi- 
son, Wisconsin, not 
Minneapolis-St. Paul, 
adolescent, and where 
his label, Rhymesayers, 
has since grown into 
independent 
powerhouse. And his 


unusual creative approach has been largely 
ignored. Whereas his producer Ant used 

to spelunk for samples and string together 
loops, the pair now carry the process sev- 
eral steps farther, starting with crate-dig- 
ging but ultimately commissioning small 
orchestras lay the final product. 

For content, Ali also seems to be tear- 
ing down new pathways: Us finds him 
moving past the autobiographical 
illustrate gripping trials undergone 
friends, family, and even strangers. As 
a result, he’s joined the elite company 
rappers discovered that the 
world evolves — not revolves — around 
them. Not that he had much choice: Ali 
enrolled for the long haul, and though 
editors remain fixated on his physicality, 
he’s pretty much written all he can about 
being the palest ever heard of. 
“At this point, it’s about staying active 
and creative, and about finding new ways 
have fun and turn bullshit into posi- 
tives. start feeling down when I’m not 
busy, so the only thing that I can do is try 
my best to keep up on it.” ©

NOTHING’S GONNA STOP DEASTRO NOW

It’s been rough couple months 

for Randolph Chabot, a/k/a Deastro. 
September 11, tweeted that his 
whole band had quit, less than week be- 
fore their impending tour. sighed, 
packed book about string theory he’d 
been meaning get to, and did the shows 
himself. They went okay. Upon arriving 
home in Detroit, he screwed up his cour- 
age, dove straight into a bunch of new 
songs, reconstructed his live set, tweeted 
“Not twittering,” and prepared himself for 
a redemptive US tour to promote his newly 
dropped Moondagger (Chostly Internation- 
al). Then he fell down the stairs carrying a 
couch and smashed his finger. 

“It’s broken. Now I have to rewrite ev- 
erything again, pretty much.” 

Chabot, who’s home for few clutch 
days before hitting the road again (and 
coming to Great Scott this Tuesday), 
sounds almost charged this develop- 
ment, as if he’d always dealt with worse. 
According his last (as in, perhaps, final) 
tweet, the fateful tumble occurred some- 
time after 3 am, following a viewing of 
Suspiria with the guys from Neon Indian, 
what exactly was happening with that 
couch is anyone’s guess. I’d rather press for 
details on his recording career — a dense, 
unreleased catalogue hundreds songs 
spanning entire decade. 

That career started when he was 12 and 
friend gave him copy Techno ejay. 
With the software program’s slight library 
of pre-recorded samples, its ba- 
sic synthesis, and its crude 
matrix generator, spent 
whole year “freaking 
out” and programming 
chunk precocious

trance such thing possible. This 
wasn’t all. He was playing guitar, singing 
choirs church, playing punk cov- 

ers of cheesy pop tunes with his brother 
(when they weren’t trying the Dan- 
ielson Famile), and taking over the base- 
ment the house. 

“We were home-schooled,” he says. 
“So was either The Price Right work 
art projects.” These projects accumulated 
into hundreds of demos, 37 of which end- 
ed up on the CD-R with which he wooed 
Michigan multiform label Inter- 
national. Although points out that

A revamped take of “The 
Shaded Forest” acid-inflected pop- 
rock sweet spot from his 2008 digital-only 
Keepers has the force well, band 
who're about to storm out.

Everyone figured that Noel Gallagher 
would solo it’s been hinted 
for years but the break-up Oasis has 
made it a grim inevitability. Liam, 
however, tougher spot. 
Whereas guitarist Noel is a self- 
contained unit, singer Liam 
has usually needed a little 
help from his friends. It’s 
no wonder that he recently 
announced in an interview 
with the Scotsman that he 
won't go it alone: “Don’t 
wanna do anything solo, it’s 
not my thing. I want to be in 
a band.” 

On the surface, that 

sounds very egalitarian. 

While Noel off pursuing 

his self-indulgent artistic 

whims, Liam will become 

a cog in a new machine. 

Looks good on paper, but 

rebound bands are a strange 

and terrible thing. Failures 

of chemistry, train wrecks 

of hype, and, most often, 

disasters of band dynamics. Hire a 
push-around band and 
famous guy plus three strangers who 
know people are just paying to see 
the famous guy. Find three famous 
friends and you've got, God forbid, 

supergroup. Even the biggest re- 
bound groups (Wings, for example) 
are scorned for not being the real thing, 
and the worst of them . . . well, they’re all 
the worst them. 

Liam should know that, since his UK 
rock contemporaries have pathetic track 
record. Pulp’s Jarvis Cocker had the te- 
dious Relaxed Muscle before wising and 
going solo. The Longpigs’ Crispin Hunt 
formed Gramercy, who split before they 
released anything. Blur’s Damon Albarn 
had his the Good, the Bad & the Queen 
project, which rose to the lofty heights of 
“decent, guess.” The Libertines split into 
Babyshambles and Dirty Pretty Things, 
each twice mediocre the other. Ber- 
nard Sumner of New Order released his 
Bad Lieutenant album three weeks ago, 
and this is the last time you'll read about 
it. Suede’s Brett Anderson and Bernard 
Butler reteamed with the Tears; the result 
was less like reunion and more like two 
terrible solo albums teleported into each 
other Brundlefly. 

The rebound band didn’t even work 
for Oasis’s formative idols. Johnny Marr 
the Healers were pile shit, but 
guess even Liam’s not dumb enough 
use the the” scheme. La’s bassist John 
Powers formed Cast, one of the dullest 
bands their era. (Liam did once say that 
Cast were one the few Britpop bands 
liked — of course, if he had good taste, he 
wouldn’t have been Oasis.) Liam should 
definitely remember the Seahorses — the 
godawful band formed by John Squire of 
the Stone Roses — since he co-wrote one of 
the gruesome minor hits that earned them 
the revulsion critics and the apathy 
listeners. 


Liam will also recall Hurricane #1, who 
were formed after the break-up Ride 
guitarist Andy Bell (who later joined 
Oasis on bass). That outfit was fronted by 
one Alex Lowe, who did his best look 
and sound much like Liam Gallagher 
possible and then took offense the com- 
parison.

“When you're at dinner with your parents 
and they want to know what you're work- 
ing on, you just kind slump down your 
chair, because those conversations never go 
well. There’s never been point where this 
stuff has been socially acceptable.” 

I wonder whether that will ever change. 
“No,” Solotroff says. “And probably for good

as “Koro Koro” conjures a Lagos 
lounge. But though Ay Ay Ay benefits 
from Aguayo’s amply stamped pass- 
port, its real appeal is his inescap- 
able personality — some of these 
songs sound like things he’d hum 
and tap on an armrest while waiting 
for a flight. Entire rhythm sections 
are made from his voice, and its 
timbre becomes a signature texture 
of the album instead of amateurish 
beatbox gimmickry.

Here in the Internet Age, we tend to think that we made possible the over- 
night transformation from blog-buzz baby to arena-rock idol. In fact, that 
rapid ascent pre-dates Rapidshare, as you're reminded by Live at Reading, 

a new CD/DVD package recorded at the annual English music festival on 
August 30, 1992. That was less than a year after the release of Nevermind, 
yet check out Kurt Cobain: dude is screaming his guts out in front of an 
audience numbering well into the tens of thousands, commanding the 
crowd's attention like an experienced veteran (as opposed to somebody 
with fresh memories of mopping floors). 

Even if you're not an eBay-trawling bootleg hound, you know this 
Reading gig — it's the one where Cobain, wearing a scraggly blond wig, gets pushed on stage in a wheelchair, 
stands up at the mic, and promptly crashes to the floor. At the time, the singer was poking fun at media specula- 
tion concerning his and Courtney Love's health. (Yep, gossip existed pre-Internet, too.) Now the bit serves as a 
killer fake-out; as soon as Cobain hauls himself up, Nirvana launch into a 90-minute onslaught of fugly-beauti- 
ful grunge-guitar fury. The stuff from Nevermind— and, to a lesser extent, Bleach—sounds great, but what really 
fascinates here are the handful of cuts that would wind up on In Uteroa year later. In a trash-thrash take on 
“Tourette's,” for example, you can hear Cobain contending uneasily with the strange new role of rock star. 

Rock-stardom is not necessarily what you hear beckoning on Sub Pop’s 20th-anniversary reissue of Bleach, 
which comes with a sludgy live set taped at Portland’s Pine Street Theatre in 1990. In a way, though, that only 
makes this program of lumpen lumberjack-metal moves more interesting. Sure, “About a Girl” and “School” be- 
tray an uncommon knack for hard-pop tunecraft. But how on earth did “Negative Creep” lead to “All Apologies”?
